Defends Ship's Crews. 


CHICAGO,. Sept. 
12.—Defending 
the 


crew of. car ferry No. 17 against, 
the 


charges of tardiness, clumsiness and in- 
competency in going to the rescue of the 
ginkiug Pcre Marquette No. IS, Seymour 
Cochrane, who was general manager of 
the.boat's exruMons until the night be- 
fore tho wreck in the lake, declared up- 
on his arrival in Chicago yesterday that 
(Xptain Russell and his men did all they 
possibly could have doue under the cir- 
cumstances. 


After clinging for an hour to floating 


debris, Sir. Cochrane w-as one of the thir- 
ty-three who escaped 
drowning along 


with the twenty-nine -unfortunates who 
to»t their lives. 


No .17 Arrived Too Late. 


"Aside from the fact that it 
would 


have been impossible for us to have leap- 
ed from one boat to the 
other," 
said 


Mr. Cochrane, "it would have been folly 
for No. 17 to have attempted 'to side 
against us. Our boat was rocking ter- 
ribly and sinking.rapidly in the rough 
sea, and the steamers, which were of du- 
plicate size, would have

Racine Was a Wilderness. 


For three score and seven years, since 


he wfl* in his early 'teen;, James Eas- 
son has helped to mnkc Racine what it is 
todny and now it is an interesting sight 
to see the youthful ones gather about 
him at hi» hoftt house near Lafayette 
avenue, listening to the tales of the early 
days; the days when Indians and wild 
beasts lurked in this vicinity, when it 
was' nothing to meet a bear on the main 
thoroughfares; the days when it took 
months to reach here from New York 
state instead of only a few hours.

In 
order to drain the land the first year 
thev were here, it was necessary for 
them to dig a 40-rod ditch in order to 
run the water off their land. 


People Farmed and Trapped. 


When Captain Easson arrived here 


there were no great manufacturing in- 
stitutions and the occupation of the resi- 
dents was mostly fanning and trapping. 
There were no good roads as there are 
today and farmers drove here from Be- 
loit aod other places of like distance 
with their grain to be shipped. The hills 
were so steep that it took five yoke of 
oxed (horses were few) to haul a loaded 
curt up, and instead of sidewalks m the 
village, "cow" paths held forth. 


Street cars were unknown in those 


days and it was many years after the 
venerable captain arrived that bus lines 
were established, later to be replaced by 
horse cars, and then by the electric lines. 


In thc spring of '44 the captain says 


that warm winds melted 
the 
heavy- 


snow, which had fallen during the win- 
ter, making traffic impossible .between 
Southport, now Kenosha, and 
Racine.

To conserve, there must be much more 


practicability, more unitcdness of pur- 
pose. Congress must do that it has not 
been i noli ned to do, afford more of a 
i-iateri-il assistance to the government 
(iepnrtments. Then a« to deep water- 
ways, just as Col. Roosevelt so aptly 
says, the -water routes must he guarded 
against the control of the railroads, and 
Unit the roads have in the past destroy- 
ed many, a river commerce, and canal 
commerce, is boyond question. This is 
.lone in various ways, but no one way is
